The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 38-52 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mann et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,514,566). The reference discloses an ion processing system comprising a 
column assembly having an inlet and an outlet, which column assembly contains a composite 
medium of the type recited (see Figs. 1 & 2; col. 2, line 36; col. 5, lines 3-11; col 6, lines 32-37; 
and col. 14, line 5); and this is all that is required by claims 38-47 and 49-52. This reference 
system also includes a mechanical filter (see col. 10, line 53); and this is all that is further 
required by claim 48. Applicant should note that a substrate does not materially affect the basic 
and novel characteristics of the claimed invention, since only the composite material (i.e. porous 
matrix and active component) is responsible for the removal of the constituents from the fluid; 
and therefore, this substrate is not deemed to be excluded by the "consisting essentially of 
language of the amended claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed Applicant's arguments filed December 15, 2004 have been 
noted and carefully considered but are not deemed to be persuasive of patentability. Applicant 
argues that Mann utilizes a substrate, and therefore does not anticipate the amended claims in 
this application, because these claims recite that the column assembly consists essentially of a 
column housing and a composite medium. It is pointed out, however, that this reference also 
seems to suggest utilizing the composite media alone in ion processing by the statement that 
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"[t]he present invention relates generally to the preparation and use of composite media for use 
in ion processing" (see col. 1, lines 17-18), and the further statement that " embodiments of the 
present invention relate to the preparation and use of ion processing elements that include 
composite media dispersed in a porous substrate [emphasis added]" (see col. 1, lines 19-21). In 
any event, a substrate does not materially affect the basic and novel characteristics of the claimed 
invention, since only the composite material (i.e. porous matrix and active component) is 
responsible for the removal of the constituents from the fluid; and therefore, this substrate is not 
deemed to be excluded by the "consisting essentially of language of the amended claims (see 
M.P.E.P. § 21 1 1.03). Accordingly, Mann is still deemed to anticipate claims 38-52 of this 
application.
